DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 25,28-32 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The Board of 
Patent Appeals's decision on appeal for this case affirmed the rejections of claims 21- 
24,26,27 and 33-36 and reversed the rejections of claims 25 and 28-32. 

3. Regarding claim 25, the prior art or combination thereof failed to disclose or 
make obvious wherein the road input is received from a call center using at least one of 
the group consisting of a wireless carrier system, a communication networl< and a land 
network. Regarding claim 28, the prior art or combination thereof fails to disclose or 
make obvious receiving a road input from the call center in response to the sending. 
Regarding claim 31 , the prior art or combination thereof fails to disclose or make 
obvious sending the road input from the call center to the mobile vehicle. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
